The annual spring production of 
Las Mascaras Dramatics Club will 
be given in the Gary Auditorium 
Thursday, May 9, at 8:00 p.m. Las

club has presented two or more 
major productions each year. Some 
of the most notable ones have 
been: “As You Like It,” “The Ro¬ 
mantic Age,” “Death Takes a Holi¬ 
er day,” “Twelfth Night,” “Wings of 
the Morning” and “Skidding.”

But only “Once In a Lifetime” does 
Las Mascaras present a play that 
has everything: Tears, laughter, 
drama, colorful sets, dancing, sing¬ 
ing, glamorous costumes—in fact, 
everything desirable for a real dra¬ 
matic treat. 

The play was written by Charles 
Quimby Burdette and is a romantic 
comedy in three acts and an epi¬ 
logue. The story concerns Konrad 
born of Gypsy parents, who is 
aur . as a baby by a couple who 
ii ti o up in the most proper 
s. But within him 

gi —a ..nging to follow his own 
pecp.e. L ' -ie, a niece of Konrad’s 
fo.i :r mo her, has long loved him 
but he regards her only as a sister. 

Then one day comes along a 
gypsy band and Konrad slips away 
in the n." Tit to the camp and falls 
under the spell of the entrancing 
music. He drinks the Daya’s brew 
and stays there. He falls asleep 
— and dreams Act III of the play, in 
which he sees the true personalities 
cf the characters revealed and finds 
that his adopted family are his 
truest friends. 

Interwoven into the play is the 
story of Centuria, a fabled city, 
downed to appear on the earth, 
only once in a lifetime. There is 

mystic atmosphere around the 
* whole play and a certain delicacy 
‘ of expression which adds to the 
artistry of the whole. 

Elaborate plans are being made 
and executed for the settings. Bill 
Lawrence and Gibson Gray, as¬ 
sisted by Lester Wood have charge 
of the settings. These have also 
been asked to assist: Joe Roberts, 
J. O. Burnett, Bill Johnson, Phillip 
Saleh, James Barnes, Raymon 
Cook and Pied Zorn. Miss Mil¬ 
dred Howell will have charge of 
makeup and will be helped by a 
student committee with. LeVerne 
Eby as chairman. Betty Neville and 
Elvira Pabst have charge of pro¬ 
grams, which will be in keeping 
with the gypsy atmosphere. Prop¬ 
erties for this play will constitute 
a most vital part of the production. 
These will be secured by the capable 
co-chairmen Betty Jo McKay and 
Mi-gnon Jarrell. James Earl 
Thompson and Barbara Suther¬ 
land have been asked to help with 
properties. Several students are 
serving on the costume committee, 
with Helen Wood as chairman. R. 
L. Mayne and Josephine Upchurch 
have charge of ticket sales, and 
Roosevelt Campbell is helping with 
sound effects. 

One of the most active and effi¬ 
cient committees has been that one 
engaged in publicity. Several un¬ 
usual methods are being used in¬ 
cluding a sign on the front of the 
Junior College Building, stickers on 
cars, announcements at civic clubs 
by girls in costume, a walking sign 


on the square, and a full pag«- in 
Apache Pow Wow. Modell Watts 
is the power behind this commit¬ 
tee, and her assistants are: Mozelle 
Mathis, Barbara Scott, Charlotte 
Thompson, Jo Ann Lewis, Earl Rey¬ 
nolds and Barbara Murphy.

Jack Davis and Alfred 
Gilliam are to do an adagio num¬ 
ber- The T.J.C. choral club which 
has been trained by Mr. Dale Pat¬ 
ton will sing “Around the Gypsy 
Fire.” Carrie Jo McLoen does a 
gypsy dance. The soloists are Laura 
Louise Glenn and Mary Helen Ray. 
Woody Ferguson will play the cas¬ 
tanets. One of the best musical 
numbers is to be a male quartet, 
composed of Charles Perryman, Ed¬ 
die Wasserman, Edward * McKelvey 
and Charles Niblack, singing “Dark 
Eyes” and “Little Gypsy Sweet¬ 
heart.” The musical background 
for the entire performance will be 
furnished by a violin ensemble 
composed of Mary Jane Harrell, 
Frances Robertson, Juanita Clana- 
han, and Martha Jo Hawes. 

Most of the main characters in 
this play have had considerable ex¬ 
perience in acting and promise to 
make this play their crowning 
achievement. Charles Stripling 
plays the part of Stan, the dis¬ 
gruntled gypsy lover. Stripling ap¬ 
peared last year in the Las Mas¬ 
caras production of “Skidding” and
